One U.N. Unit Wiped Out. 


One Allied outfit fought and 
died to the last man in defend- 
ing a vital hill. The number of 
men, presumably not large, was 
not disclosed. 

The Reds opened the flood- 
gates of a reservoir in an unsuc- 
cessful effort to cut off Allied 
reinforcements. Lt. William D. 
Lansford of Los Angeles said the 
Allies knew the attack was im- 
minent when the Yokkok river, 
which circles both hills, began to 
rise. 

That meant the Reds had 
opened the floodgates of Pongnae 
reservoir. But the Allies had pre- 
pared for that by fixing rock 
fords, cable crossings and a heli- 
copter landing strip. 

Allied officers did not say how 
they knew three davs before that 
the attack was coming, but they 
brought up fresh troops, tanks 
and big guns.

Warren said Eisenhower would 
“inspire confidence in all people 
of the free world” and enable the 
United States to “restore friend- 
ships with nations that have been 
strained or broken in recent 
years.” 

Truman Remark. 

President Truman’s 
remark that Warren would make 
a better Democrat than Repub- 


lican, the Governor announced 
an extensive stumping tour in be- 
half of the G.O.P. ticket. 

Warren will make 15 appear- 
ances in 12 states from Oct. 15 to 
Oct. 27. His itinerary will take 
him from coast to coast and will 
ne pe a speech at St. Louis on 


The Governor said in his radio 
address that Eisenhower is better 
able to meet world and natiohal 
problems “than any variation of 
the Democratic Administration.” 

He said a change in national 
leadership is essential to the wel- 
fare of the country, 

Complete Change Needed. 

“This change in leadership can 
only come through a change in 
administration; not a partial 
change but a complete change; a 
change from a Democratic to a 
Republican Administration,” War- 
ren said. 

Warren said Eisenhower's elec- 
tion would “revitalize” United 
States foreign policy and enable 
the nation to furnish world lead- 
ership for “collective security 
against Communist aggression.” 

He stressed that settlement of 
international problems must come 
before war expenditures could be 
curtailed and before “we can 
again have normal taxes and 
prices.” 

Although his address was billed 
as an “Eisenhower-Nixon cam- 
paign speech,” Warren made al- 
most no mention of the Republi- 
can vice presidential nominee, 
Senator Richard M. Nixon, except 
to “We are determined to 
carry California for Eisenhower 
and Nixon.” 


YUGOSLAV CATHOLIC BISHOPS 
SAID 10 HAVE MET SECRETLY 


BELGRADE, Oct. 7 (UP)—The 
Zagreb newspaper Vijesnik said 
today Yugoslavia’s Roman Catho- 
lic bishops at a recent secret 
conference decided to oppose for- 
mation of priests’ associations in 
Yugoslavia. 

Vjesnik said the conference in 
Zagreb was held to discuss Vati- 
ean instructions leading toward 
“anti-state acts.” The principal 
subject, it added, was a Vatican 
order to resist formation of local 
priests’ associations. 

The associations have increased 
in number recently because social 
insurance is extended to priests 
only through representative or- 
ganizations. The church has re- 
fused to negafiate with the gov- 
ernment on insurance, Vjesnik 
said, because it considers itself 
without a head as long as Arch- 
bishop Aloysius Stepinac is pre- 
vented from carrying out his 
church duties.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7 (AP)— 
Democratic national chairman 
Stephen Mitchell said today that 
he expects Gov, Adlai Stevenson, 
if elected president, “will select 
a new cabinet.” “Sie. 
Mitchell made that comment 
reporters today when asked 
whether Stevenson would fire 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson. 
Addressing the National Press 
Club, Mitchell said that Steven- 
son “will speak for himself” on 
that score. The Democratic candi- 
date has said he won't discuss 
cabinet appointments until after 
the election. 
Republicans have hammered 
away on the line that Stevenson 
is linked to President Truman 
and Acheson and wouldn’t make 
much of a change in Washington. 
In hie speech, Mitchell said the 
Democrats’ biggest problem is 
money. “The Republicans seem 
to have all they can find ways to 
spend,” he said. “We don't.“ 
In a question-and-answer period 
after his address, Mitchell said 
that the explanation by Senator 
Richard M. Nixon, G.O.P. vice 
presidential nominee, of his po- 
Utical expense fund was very 
effettive for one day but it didn't 
last.” Thoughtful people, Mitchell 
said, have been asking questions 
ut it ever since and all the 
facts have not been revealed. He 
said he was waiting to see the 
income tax returns of both Nixon 
and Republican presidential can- 
didate Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
President Truman's whistle- 
stop lambasting of Eisenhower is 
not “blanking out” Stevenson, 
Mitchell said. 
“I think you will find the Gov- 
ernor a very aggressive and skill- 
ful campaigner in the next four 
weeks,” the party chairman said. 


DULLES URGES USS. 
CONSIDER ORDERING 
SOVIET ENVOY HOME 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7 (AP)— 
John Foster Dulles suggested last 
night that the United States con- 
sider asking Russia to recall its 
ambassador in retaliation for 
Moscow's declaring Ambassador 
George Kennan “persona non 
grata.” 
Dulles, a prominent Republican 
foreign policy expert, appeared 
on a WCBS-TV program, Chrono- 


scope. 
The United States must con- 
sider, he said, whether “main- 
taining” the Russian envoy in this 
country should be “tolerated” and 
whether present relations are “an 
asset or liability.” 
Asked after the program if he 
meant the United States should 
request that the ambassador be 
recalled, Dulles told a newspaper 
man “it should be thought about.” 
He said he was “thinking only 
of a retaliatory move — putting 
their embassy in the same po- 
sition as ours“ —but not. “of a 
complete break” in relations.

“Here we have the real whole 
hog,” he commented. 

He said the Northwest must 
have all the power it needs to 
develop its resources—with more 
néw dams to impound flood wa- 
ters and to increase power pro- 
duction of existing dams. He said 
the region’s power development 
“must and will go forward.” 
But he added: “The way to do 
it is by sharing of effort, rather 
than by its concentration 
We need to get away from the 
idea that we can do only what 
the Federal Government will do.” 

Eisenhower asserted that once 
federal projects are paying for 
themselves, then local and state 
government should “take over the 
financing, take over the projects 
for their own people, and get 
their region out of hock to the 
Federal Government. To do 
this we need an Administration 
which believes in keeping Gov- 
ernment close to the people.” 

Eisenhower was greeted with 
enthusiasm in Seattle, a normally 
Democratic city; the largest in a 
state which has gone down the 
line solidly for a Democratic 
President since 1932. | 


The General’s swing through 
the state was a hard-hitting bid 
all the way for Washington’s nine 
electoral votes. 

Speech at Spokane. 

In Spokane, earlier in the day, 
Eisenhower told his audience that 
the formulas for prosperity were 
not invented by the Democrats. 

“After all,” Eisenhower said, 
„there was a very prosperous 
United States here for a long,

Directly attacking Truman for 
the second time, he kidded the 
President on some points, poured 
ridicule gn other of Truman's 
statements, and slammed home 
the reply, “sheer bunk,” to still 
others.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7 (AP)}— 
The Federal Bureau of Investiga- 


tion. with personnel recently at 


peak levels, has begun a gradual 
reduction of staff to get its pay- 
roll within the limits of current 


appropriations. 

Bureau officials said the cut 

scan be carried out without inter- 
ference with vital internal se- 
curity tasks because some of 
FBI's routine investigations of 
applicants for government jobs 
has been shifted to the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission. 
A bureau official said in re- 
sponse to that no fir- 
ings are in progress, or planned— 
the FBI is simply depending on 
the normal number of resigna- 
tions, without repiacements, 
bringing the payroll into line 
with available funds in the next 
few months. | 

During this freeze on new ap- 
pointments, the bureau has like- 


grade 
which might involve higher pay. 
Employes who might normally 
rate such promotions are being 
placed on a list for later recog- 
nition. 

However, routine advancements 
from one grade to another on the 
basis of time served, as pro- 
vided by the civil service statute, 
will continue. 

The bureau outlined the situa- 
tion thus: 

FBI started the fiscal year 
July 1, 1952 with more workers 
than its appropriation provided 
for because Congress, at the bu- 
reau’s request, relieved the FBI 
of detailed checks on every per- 
son who applies for a federal job.

Congress gave the FBI a 19 3 
fiscal appropriation of $84,400,000 
compared with $90,260,000 last 
year, and the new funds were fur- 
ther cut to about $77,000,000 
when the Budget Bureau im- 
pounded a part to be used as 
needed by the appropriate agency 
in the investigation of job ap- 
plicants.

Health Commissioner Recom- 
mends Free Immunization 
in Two Areas. 


Establishment of rabies immu- 

nization clinics for dogs in two 
sections of the city where recent 
outbreaks of the disease have 
been reported was recommended 
yesterday by Dr. J. Earl Smith, 
health commissioner. 
In addition to setting up the 
free immunization clinics, he 
recommended increased vigilance 
in picking up stray dogs in the 
two areas, which he termed

But the true 
and inescapable reason for their 
defeat has been the same each 
time, and it will be the same next 
month. And no matter how many 
New York advertising companies 
they hire to sell the American 
ople on the misdeeds of the 
emocrats and on Republican 
virtue, their lack of sympathy for 
and understanding of the prob- 
lems and needs of the ordinary 
man, makes us all distrust them.

All this imposes a double obli- 
gation on any candidate for the 
presidency.

For how can Americans use their 
right of initiative wisely unless 
they know what they are initiat- 
ing when they vote for a presi- 
dential candidate? And how can 
they exercise their right of de- 
cision wisely unless they know 
what it is they are deciding in 
a presidential election? 

The Republican high command 
has captured a general but de- 
serted its post of duty to the 
American people and to free men 
everywhere. They have raised 
false issues and beaten them to 
death with soap-opera valor.

Within these 
few years ahead, to service our 
expanding needs, annual out- 
lays for farm and industrial 
equipment should rise by about 
15 per cent, production of rail- 
road equipment about 30 per 
cent, and truck production 
about 60 per cent. We shall 
need about 20 per cent more 
steel, 30 per cent more con- 
struction equipment, and 30 per 
cent more metalic ores. Pro- 
duction of electrie power and 
equipment should almost dou- 
ble, The true problem that we 
face, if we are wise enough to 
see it, is this: How can we 
preduce enough to meet the 
demands of the second half of 
the twentieth century — de- 
mands not arising from world 
tensions, but demands which 
will reflect the yearnings of 
our people to forge constantly 
forward? . 

This is the philsophy of change 
—change through progress and 
not retreat—which for 20 years 
has provided inspiration to Demo- 
cratic leadership. And anyone 
who aspires to national steward- 
ship must live by this philosophy. 
He must reject any thought that 
because much is right all is right, 
any feeling that we have come 

to some ultimate state of perfec- 
tion where there is no room for 
further progress and no need to 
refine and refresh and advance. 

We have been plowing through 
high seas for a long time.

Role in Withdrawal of Troops 
From Korea, History of Case Shows 


He Was Member of Joint Chiefs of Staff 
When Initial Decision to ‘Pull Out Was 
Made, Kept in Touch With Them Until 


American Forces Left.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7. 


AD the United States not withdrawn its occupation troops from 


Korea in 1940, it is probable 


that there would not have been 


war there at this time. The Army, while Gen. Eisenhower was 
its chief of staff, initiated the recommendation for withdrawal in 
September, 1947, and this had the unanimous approval of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. The State Department was not wholly in favor of 


withdrawal at that time but accepted 


ef view some time later. 


It was inevitable, given the con- 
cern the nation feels about Ko- 
rea, that it would become a po- 
litical issue, even though Eisen- 
hower’s position is somewhat 
anomalous. The Republican plat- 
form declared: “With — 
the Korean war never would have 
happened.” Gen. Eisenhower in- 
dicated in a conference with Mid- 
west G.O.P. leaders in Kansas 
City, Kan., Aug. 21, that he ac- 
cepted the war in Korea as an is- 
sue. He said: “I believe we can 
point out,what appears to all of 
us the really terrible blunders 
that led up to the Korean war.” 


Attacked ‘Political’ Errors. 

In Cincinnati, Sept. 23, he de- 
plored “the incompetence of po- 
litical leaders which made mili- 
tary action necessary.” In Phila- 
delphia, Sept. 4, he tried to clear 
the military, including himself, 
from responsibility by declaring: 
“We are in that war because 
Administration allowed America, 
in a time when strength was 
needed, to become weak. Conse- 
cuontly, it felt compelled to take 
its forces out of that region.” 

The question of getting our 
troops out of Korea became acute 
in 1947 with reduced military 
funds and insufficient strength to 
spread over our numerous com- 
mitments. The late Secretary of 
War, Robert P. Patterson (a Re- 
publican) complained in April, 
1947, about the great drain on 
appropriations and the unceasing 
complaints from the parents of en- 
listed men who -were unhappy, 
dissatisfied and bored in Korea. 
At a State-War-Navy meeting May 
7, 1947, according to the Forrestal 
diaries, he “reiterated that we 
should get out of Korea at the 
earliest possible time. He stressed 
the expense to the United States 
and the insignificance of the stra- 
tegic and economic value of Ko- 
rea, Ger Marshall (then 
tary of State) did not agree With 
these views.” 

Marshall Asked for Review. 

In September of 1947 the Sec- 
retary of State (Marshall) asked 
the Secretary of Defense (Forre- 
Stab to review the situation and 
see whether it was better to go 
ahead and try to get a united 
Korea by the withdrawal of all oc- 
cupation troops, or whether there 
was any strategic reason for the 
United States in remaining in the 
south. 

According to present Secretary 
of State Acheson: “The question 
was reviewed by the joint chiefs 
of staff, and their opinion was 
sent to the Secretary of State 
by the Secretary of Defense. It 
said that it was in the interest of 
the United States to go forward 
with the creation of a united Ro- 


the Defenge Department point 


that the best possible interest of 
the United States was to go ahead 
with the plan in the Cairo decla- 
ration (for a united Korea), That 
was in September 1947. 

In April 1048 it was agreed by 
the Departments of State and De- 
fense and the National Security 
Council, with the approval of the 
President, that the United States 
should be prepared to withdraw 
its forces in South Korea follow- 
ing the formation of a government 
in South Korea. 


Russian Proposal Rejected. 


Withdrawal of occupation troops 
from Korea by the first of 1948 
was proposed Sept. 26, 1947, by 
Gen. Shtikov, head of the Soviet 
delegation of the Joint Commis- 
sion on Korea. This proposal was 
rejected by the General Assembly 
of the United Nations Nov. 14, 
1947. The United States position 
was that withdrawal was an ulti- 
mate objective, but that it should 


this |not take place until the Koreans 


had established a government over 
all of Korea and had constituted 
its own national security forces. 

The United Nations temporary 
commission arrived in Korea Jan. 
8, 1948, to attempt to set up na- 
tion-wide elections. The Soviet 
representatives refused to recog- 
nize the commission and it was 
forced to report by mid-February 
that the Russians had set up a 
puppet government and were cre- 
ating a large army. It recommend- 
ed that elections be held in South 
Korea if it remained impossible to 
hold national elections, These 
were held May 10, 1948. 

That same month, the Soviet 
commander announced over the 
radio that “the government of 
the Seviet Union has had the 
necessary arrangements made for 
an immediate withdrawal of its 
forces from Korea in order to 
make the American troops with- 
draw from Korea simultaneously.” 

accordance with the April 
decision’ of the National Securit 
Council, gradual withdrawal of 
American troops commen in 
September, 1948. Withdrawal was 
halted once at the request of the 
State Department and complete 
withdrawal was delaved later, also 
at the request of the State De- 
partment. oviet withdrawal was 
completed Dee: 25, 1948, and 
gona withdrawal June 29, 

John Foster Dulles, represent- 
ing the United States at the 
General Assembly, urged on Dec. 
7, 1948, the adoption of a joint 
proposal by the United States, 
Australia and China which recom- 
mended “that the occupying pow- 
ers withdraw their occupation 
forces from Korea as early as 
practicable.” The resolution was 
adopted on the 12th.

and dependable that it will be 
used to replace conventional anti- 
aircraft guns “at selected points 
throughout the country” begin- 
ning next year. 

Army spokesmen emphasized 
that the Nike, which has been in 
limited production nearly two 
years will be employed independ- 
ently of its older type air-raid 
defense weapons. 

They added that the tactical 
and technical training of officers 
and enlisted men who will com- 
prise its first guided missile 
anti-aircraft battalions already 
has begun at the Fort Bliss 
(Tex.) guided missile center ‘and 
at the White Sands (N. M.), 
missile and rocket proving 
ground. A study also is being 
made to determine which areas in 
the country will be defended with 
guided missiles. 


It was reported several months 
ago that Nike missiles, actually 
guiding themselves after being 
launched, had tracked down and 
destroyed obsolete Boeing B-17 
Flying Fortress bombers in re- 
peated tests. 

Army officials said the new 
Nike anti-aircraft battalions would 
replace conventional ones using 
90-millimeter guns. The announce- 
ment that they are being formed 
followed by about a year the Air 
Force’s establishment of its first 
guided missile group at Banana 
River, Fla. 

The Navy also has a guided 
missile training school at Fort 
Bliss and has been test-firing 
such weapons at sea for seyeral 
years from the converted sea- 
plane tender, Norton Sound. In 
addition it has recently converted 
two submarines and two cruisers 
into guided missile-launchers and 
is now fitting the battleship Mis- 
sissippi for such weapons. 

All three military services co- 
ordinate their guided missile and

Among them 
he mentioned: Lack of willingness 
to make sacrifices; lack of will- 
ingness to pool resources; too 
much looking to America (that is, 
unwillingness to take a step un- 
less Americans took an equivalent 
one); lack of confidence and 
mutual trust.

What’s to be done about 
this? 

The issue of money has been injected into 
this campaign more forcefully than in any other 
for a lang time. Would it not be suitable, then, 
that those directly concerned with the problem 
devote a little time to the discussion of pos- 
sible ways of solving it? 
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Reason Wins a Round in Boston 

In this day of hysterical repressions, the 
sound sense just exhibited by the Boston Public 
Library deserves widespread notice. Under the 
impetus of The Boston Post, which has a new 
owner in John Fox, a furor was kicked up over 
the fact that the reading rooms of Boston's 
truly great public library contained material on 
Communism. 

The library trustees held a hearing at which 
they received the views of 25 prominent citi- 
zens. One witness was Herbert A. Philbrick, 
former FBI undercover man. He said that the 
library was entirely right in permitting readers 
to see subversive material for themselves. As- 
serting that he was shocked to know that a 
blackout was being urged, Mr. Philbrick said:

After the hearing, whose speakers included 


Henry Parkman, former colonel in Germany, the 
trustees voted that “the public must be afforded 
facilities to learn both sides of any controver- 
sial question of importance to the end that 
enlightened public opinion may arrive at wise 
decisions.“

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The Egg and You 

This is no doubt the eggiest presidential cam- 
paign in history, First there was that egg which 
Gen. Eisenhower showed to countless audiences 
as an unwilling object of 100 taxes.

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Stevenson and Price Supports 

Gov. Stevenson's farm speech at Fort Dodge, 
la., left something to be desired. 

The Governor made an effective case against 
the Republican party's record on farm policy, 
with special emphasis on its endorsement of 
the sliding scale principle for price support. 
By implication he took his own stand on the 
side of supporting farm prices at 90 per cent 
of parity as a permanent national policy, but he 
never clearly said so. 

At Kasson, Minn., last month, Gov. Stevenson 
stood on his party's platform, which backs 90 
per cent supports, but added that this is “not 
necessarily the permanent or only answer.” At 
Fort Dodge he made no such reservations. Does 
he now think price supports should be high 
and rigid rather than flexible? If so, he should 
say so and tell why. 

The merit of the sliding scale principle is 
that it offers consumers some assurance that the 
Government will not support prices at such a 
level as to pile up unmarketable surpluses. 

If the level of price support comes down 
when production goes up, as contemplated under 
the sliding scale, then farmers have some in- 
centive to reduce their production of that par- 
ticular crop and shift to something else. When 
the price support level is high and rigid, the 
result may be to stimulate the production of

or need, and therefore to stimulate an inefficient 
use of the country’s agricultural resources. It

Such is the theory. The only flaw is the 
execution of it. Making the South Koreans cap- 
able of carrying the military responsibility now 
borne by the United States and other members 
of the United Nations is not exactly something 
to be accomplished overnight. Considering the 
enormous buildup of military power on both 
sides, some skeptics might even doubt whether 
the South Koreans could handle the job alone. 
What, for example, would they do for an air 
force, which is presently the principal vehicle 
of military pressure against the Communists? 

So the Republicans owe the country a fuller 
explanation of their “end the war” plan. They 
ought also to explain Gen. Eisenhower's state- 
ment in some of his lllinois speeches that “we 
must intensify—and I assume these programs 
are being intensified—programs of training the 
20,000,000 South Koreans or those that are 
necessary to hold their own front lines.” 

If the training of South Koreans is now being 
intensified, as Gen, Eisenhower assumes, it 
should be explained how his policy in this 
regard differs from the policy now being car- 
ried out.

Doubts Almost Allayed 


Anytime anybody sets out to demonstrate 
that ours is the best of times in the best of 
worlds we are all ears. We like to be reassured 
about our magnificent good fortune. We like a 
thorough, documented squelching of all those 
mean little doubts which occur to us every now 
and then about, say, the happiness potential of 
the A-bomb or the glamor and glory of life 
among the gadgets. 

So we perked up when the Scientific Monthly 
and The New York Times held forth on the 
great cultural explosion“ which has taken place 
in the United States in the last 10 years and 
which has completely demolished all those snide 
Europeans who used to suggest that we are 
barbarous materialists with ne appreciation of 
the finer things and the higher values. 

We read with a scarcely suppressed cheer 
that last year we spent’ more money on con- 
certs of classical] music than on baseball games,

What better 
evidence could there be to show that more than 
anything else we are musical, literary and re- 
ligious, truly high-minded? 

That's where we should have stopped. The 
next statistic showed that we spent 412 per 
cent more for travel abroad in 1950 than in 
1940. That brought all those nasty doubts out 
of our subcdnscious again. We heard ourselves 
asking just how much of a chance was there 
for foreign travel in 1940. Hadn't one Adolf 
Hitler started a War in Europe the year before? 

That was enough to make us wonder whether 
statistics ever really do prove anything. And 
here we are again not quite certain that we 
really do live in the best of times in the best 
of worlds. 
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Matter of Degree 

In his address at Columbus, Oct. 3, Gov. 
Stevenson said that.the country had not yet 
found the way to cope with the catastrophic ill- 
ness which deals crushing blews to so many 
families. He said that apparently private sup- 
port is not enough and that federal sid is 
required to turn out doctors and nurses to meet 
medical health needs, particularly in many small 
towns and rural areas, He also said:

public statements. And we have no fear 
of harsh action in these areas with Steven- 
son in the White House and Southern 
Democrats remaining in top congressional 
posts. , 

The Item respects and admires Gen. 
Eisenhower. But the record of recent 
months makes it clear that he has not suc- 
ceeded in bringing to the political arena 
the same magnificent leadership and unify- 
ing power he demonstrated in uniform. 
He has shown himself to be unfamiliar 
with some national problems. He has based 


his campaign primarily on sincere but 


negative criticism of the present Admin- 
istration. He has offered little in the way 
of concrete alternatives.

Between Book-Ends 


On Gold and Paper Money 


WHAT ARE WE USING FOR MONEY, by Pau! Bake- 
well Jr. (BD. Ven Nostrand Co., inc., 2/8 pas.. $4.) 
Metal money makes delightful music and 
folding money without gold heralds the ap- 
proach of Communism. This is the mes 
sage written for modern Americans by 
Paul Bakewell Jr. who is convinced that 
economic disintegration is upon us. The 
author is a St. Louis lawyer with both a 
scholarly and a practical interest in money: 
an earlier book of his had the title of 
“Past and Present Facts About Money.” 


Mr. Bakewell is much concerned because 
he cannot exchange his dollars for gold. 
Paper currency has no intrinsic value, but 
gold is always worth its weight in the prod- 
ucts of man’s labor. Gold cannot be held 
because Congress passed a law. to that 
effect in the depression days of 1934. Many 
pages are devoted to the thesis that such 
an act was illegal and unconstitutional, but 
the fact remains that it is still a t the 
law to own gold bullion in the United 
States. To modify the situation, Mr. Bake- 

= well suggests for a 
whole chapter that 
the Supreme Court 
should declare that 
it made an error in 
the Gold Clause 
Cases in 1935, and in 
another that the peo- 
ple should amend 
the Constitution, 
Without some such 
change, the Ameri- 
can dream is headed 
for the rocks: “Since 
money is the only 
form of gecesi 
1 which many people 
Paul Bekeve . Jr. ever acquire, the 
right to own coined money of intrinsie 
value must exist if the people are to be 
free and supreme. . A chief means of 
achieving Communism is to deprive people 
of the right to own gold, thereby making 
them dependent upon the Government, 
and thus enslaving them.” 

Short of the final Communistic catastro- 
phe, Mr. Bakewell finds that our incon- 
vertible paper currency has led to serious 
inflation which he occasionally describes 
as economic chaos. Government fiscal 
policies for the last generation are fair 
targets for criticism in many instances, 
but Mr. Bakewell oversimplifies. Inflation 
is not the product of an inconvertible paper 
currency. Moreover, the cireulation of 
gold coin is certainly no guarantee of 
monetary stability. Gold was available at 
the peak in 1929 and at the depths of 1931, 
1932 and 1933—is there a better example 
of recent purchasing power fluctuation in 
the Uni States? Gold for Mr. Bakewell 
is a symbol for times past which seem to 
him more attractive than the present. 


Actually “What Are We Using for 
Money” is a vehicle of expression for the 
authors views on some of the changes 
wrought in 20 years of Democratic admin- 
istration. The attitude is conservative: the 
acceptable authorities clearly typed (John 
Fiynn, George Sokolsky, Ludvig von 
Mises, Herbert Spencer): the conclusions 
predictable: “Freedom rests upon the right 
of an individual to own property. Civiliza- 
tion rests upon the enforcement of con- 
tracts." Mr. Bakewell found in the 
Communist Manifesto a list of social poli- 
cies intended to advance the movement of 
Communism. He has copied some of 
Marx's list and agreed fully that “such 
things beget Communism.” Included were 
“a heavy progressive or graduated income 
tax” and “free education for all children, 
in public schools.” Not all modern con- 
servatives would agree that such policies

_ ECENTLY there has been a growing belief in Western Europe 


less — in the

and Italy. Almost certainly it 
played a part in the events which 
led up to the Korean aggression. 
Some considerable time ago 
Stalin seems to have recognized 
that this policy was not working 
well. By inciting continual fear 
of insurrection and invasion, the 
old Cominform policy created an 
armed coalition which had to lean 
upon the United States for pro- 
tection and support. The new 
policy, whatever may be its spe- 
cial features, is undoubtedly de- 
signed to dissolve this armed 
coalition which has the United 
States at the center. 


Evidence of Change. 


The formula for dissolving the 
coalition is to relax the pressure 
on our allies and thus to reduce 
their feeling of dependence on 
the United States. Then, insofar 


as they lose their fear of violent 
revolution and of occupation by | 
the Red Army, the allies will pur- 
sue their separate national inter- 
ests and nurse their national 
grievances. 


There are two kinds of evi- 
dence which support this general 
sketch of the new Soviet policy— 
one kind having to do with events 
within the apparatus of interna- 
tional Communism, and the other 
with the actions of the Soviet 


Thus we have been seeing 
purges and reprimands and demo- 
tions—all of them intended to be 
spectacular—of Communists, such 
as Marty and Tillon in France, 
who have been most conspicuous- 
ly identified with the old policy. 


What Reds Have Not Done. 


Then there was the interview 
last summer which Stalin gave 
to Nenni, the most eminent fel- 
low traveler in Western Europe. 
Considering how much Nenni has 
talked since that interview, it is 
reasonable to suppose that the 
interview was a characteristic de- 
vice of Stalin's for addressing a 
message to the outside world— 


far the U.S.S.R. has been, though 


lle not inactive of course, remarkably 


unobtrusive. 
Stalin’s Real Objective. 


Its conduct has been neatly de- 
signed to keep the Iranians, for 
example, more angry with 
British than they are frightened 
of Russia. 

It would surely be a great error 
to suppose that in this new phase 
the Soviet Government is intend- 
ing to negotiate a general settle - 
ment with the West and to try 
out a policy of collaboration. 
Stalin has already said that he 
expects conflicts within the non- 
Communist world to be more 
severe than the conflicts with the 
Communist orbit. 

What Stalin says he expects to 
see is what Stalin means to make 
happen if he can. His aim is to 
break up the coalition around the 
Soviet Union. This aim precludes 
any possibility of an over-all 
settlement with that coalition. 

It is reasonable to suppose that 
the new Soviet policy is based 
on a fresh appraisal of the 
changes in the balance of power 
during the past five years. Among 


the many changes certain ones 


are outstanding. 
Unfavorable to the West. 


On the one hand, the Western 
alliance and rearmament have 
brought about a military equilib- 
rium, and a general war would 
now be much too dangerous, too 
unprofitable and too indecisive, 
to be used as an instrument of 
policy. a 

On the other hand, the collapse 
of containment in the Far East 
with the victory of the Chinese 
revolution has so enlarged the 
Communist orbit that, if it is con- 
solidated and developed, the gen- 
eral balance of power in the 
world will be unfavorable to the 
West. 

These two developments would 
go a long way to explain why we 
must be prepared not only for the 
hot war against which we are 
arming but also for a much colder 
war, for a bitterly cold war 
against the whole system of our 
foreign relations, against our al- 
liances, our influence, our reputa-

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3 KILLED, 3 INJURED; AIR FORCE 
PLANE FALLS AT PHILADELPHIA 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 7 (UP) 
— Three men were killed and 
three others were injured today 
when an Air Force C-47 trans- 
port plane crashed in a densely 
wooded section. 

Two of the injured stumbled 
more than a mile through the 
woods to get help. The other in- 
jured man, pinned in the wreck- 
age, blew a whistle continuously 
to guide rescuers to the scene 

The injured men said they 
were putting on their parachutes 
to bail out when the plane 
crashed in the northeast section 
of Philadelphia only a mile from 
Northeast Airport.

Tea Leaves 
By Christopher Billopp 
T drunk the leaves remain. | 

Tea leaves can be held together neatly in a little bag. 
This practice is well enough in public places. But it is frowned 
upon in private homes on the ground that it smacks of com- 
‘mercialism. 
| In private homes tea leaves remain loose in the bottom of 
the teapot. After the tea has been drunk they must be ex- 
tracted by hand. 
The same is true of coffee grounds. But coffee grounds 
have sharp edges. They are easily got rid of. They do not 
stick to surfaces as do tea leaves. 


Tea leaves cling tenaciously to the sides of the teapot. 
They resist efforts to wash them off. Once forcefully separated 


from the teapot, they cling to the kitchen sink. 

Even after the main body of the tea leaves has been safely 
removed to the garbage pail, stray leaves will continue to stick 
to the inside of the pot. If a perfect job is to be done, teapot 
and sink must be gone over carefully again dnd again. Even 
then, days after the drinking of tea, leaves will be showing up 
in unexpected places. 

In alloting time for tea drinking, it must be remembered 
that, after the tea has been drunk, a liberal period should be 
reserved for disposing of the tea leaves. 

Tea leaves are responsible for a prejudice against tea. 
When asked what they wish to drink, many persons will not 
admit they do not wish the trouble of disposing of the tea 
leaves. But they compromise on water or a glass of milk. — 

Some day tea producers may produce a tea whose leaves 
have no adhesive qualities and do not cling to teapots. That 
will be a great day for those who like tea but cannot say as 
much for the leaves.

On the morning of March 15, 
1923, at 11:30 a. m., Miss Billie 
Bradford, a maid, walked into 
the West Fifty-seventh street 
apartment of Dot King and found 
her employer, in a silk nightgown, 
hunched across her oversized bed. 


A two-ounce bottle which had 
contained chloroform. was on the 
floor. Dot's evening gown was 
neatly folded over the back of a 
ehair. Her bedclothes were dis- 
arranged, as if she had struggled 
to leap out of bed. Her beauti- 
ful throat and forehead were 
bruised, and there were streaks 
made by scraping fingernails 
across her face. 

More than $15,000 in jewels 
and furs were missing. Police 
immediately arrested Guimares, 


the known “boy friend” of Miss 
King. He presented an iron-clad 
alibi, declaring that he was with 
Mrs. Aurelia Fischer Dreyfus, a 
socialite, throughout the night of 
the murder. 


Then elevator operators in Miss 
King's apartment house reported 
that at about 12:30 a.m. the morn- 
ing of the murder, they had taken 
“Mr. Marshall,” Miss King and 
“Marshall’s” secretary, a Mr. 
Wilson,” to her apartment. 


Shortly afterward, Wilson“ 
came down. The operators swore 
“Marshall” didn’t leave, at least 
before the operators’ shift ended 
at 8 a.m. 


Before police could track him 
down, “Marshall” appeared at 
headquarters, to tell his story. 
Ferdinand Pecora, then acting 
district attorney, heard the mil- 
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gems and furs vanished pointed 
to theft. The dual life of Det indi- 
cated jealousy, hate and a dozen 
other reasons. 

The person perhaps least 
touched by it all was Guimares, 
who was held for weeks after the 
murder and finally jailed on 
fraud charges. He has been either 
incognito or in jail on other 
crimes ever since. In spite of the 
fact that Mrs. Dreyfus's affidavit 
denying Guimares's alibi, and the 
fact that Dot’s mother said her 
daughter was afraid of “that ter- 
rible man,” Guimares never was 
pinned down.

Keefer Arranges for Big Dinner Party 
to Celebrate Outcome of Naval Trial; 
Defense Counsel Accuses Novelist of 
Engineering Episode Against Queeg

“The defense counsel's very first question in this trial was, 
‘Commander, have you ever heard the expression “Old Yellow- 


stain”?’

without any of the normal privileges and safeguards of an accused 


man under naval law. 


“All right. What has defense 
counsel proved in this orgy of 
mud-slinging, insults, trick ques- 
tions, and defamation? Let's as- 
sume that everything he tried to 
prove against Commander Queeg 
is true—which I don’t for a mo- 
ment concede—even so, what has 
he proved, I say, except that 
Queeg was not a good officer? 
Did that give Lieut. Maryk the 
right of summary relief of com- 
mand? Such a precedent is noth- 
ing but a blank check for mutiny. 
It is the absolute destruction of 
the chain of command. 

“The one issue in this trial was 
the insanity of Commander Queeg 
—the insanity, not the mistakes 
or misdeeds of poor judgment. 
The language of Articles 184, 185. 
and 186 excludes every possibility 
except the complete, utter, and 
unmistakable madness of the 
captain. The defense made no ef- 
fort to establish such a justifica- 
tion for the simple reason that it 
never existed. 

“Has any officer of this court 
ever sailed with a captain who 
committed no errors of judgment? 
Has any officer who has been in 
the Navy more than a few years 
failed to find himself under a 
captain with marked personal and 
emotional eccentricities? Naval 
command is the greatest strain 
that can be brought to bear on a 
person. Whatever his weaknesses 
—and they may even be grave 
weaknesses—the captain is a man 
who can command a combatant 
ship. 

“In proof of this I need only 
cite the recorded fact that this 
case is the first in 30 years im- 
punging the captain of a Navy 
ship under those articles. And 
even in this case the scientific 
findings of psychiatrists are forci- 
bly and unanimously on the side 
of the Navy’s system of command 
appointments. The doctors say 
that the Navy did know what it 
was doing in giving the Caine to 
Commander Queeg. 

“With the leeway the court gave 
him, defense counsel brought out 
every single mistake, every single 
lapse of judgment that the cap- 
tain of the Caine made or that 
some underling thought he made. 
The court knows that it all adds 
up to pulling complaints against 
strictness and meticulousness — 
all but one point. That point is 
the imputation that this officer of 
the Navy was a coward under fire. 
I shali not discuss that point, I 
leave it to this court to determine 
whether a coward could rise to 
command of a combatant ship and 
remain undetected by his superiors 
through 15 months of battle serv- 
ice, I count on the court to see 
the difference between bad judg- 
ment and poltroonery. I leave it 
to the court to reject this smear 
on the Navy. 

“Once the cloud of mud-slinging 
settles down, the facts remain as 
they were at the outset. A com- 
manding officer of a United States 
Navy ship was relieved of his 
command willfully and without 
authority. The claimed authority 
of Articles 184, 185, and 186 was 
voided by the medical board. 

“The accused stands convicted 
by the facts. In his defense not 
one mitigating fact has been estab- 
lished. The court will reject. I am 
certain, the cynical, insulting at- 
tempt of the defense counsel] to 
sway its emotions. The court will 
find the specification proved by 
the facts.”

HE contrast between Challee’s 
manner nd Greenwald's 
could not have been sharper. 
The latter was soft, apologetic, 


hesitant after the judge advocate’s 
passionate shouting. He kept 
looking from Blakely to Challee. 
He started by mentioning that he 
had undertaken Maryk’s defense 
reluctantly at the judge advocate’s 
request. “I was reluctant,” he 
said, “because I knew that the 
only possible defense of the ac- 
cused was to show in court the 
mental incompetence of an officer 
of the Navy.

| Fix t Yourself

OST everyone knows a stain 
is something that changes the 
tone or color of wood with- 
Color Wood Stains. 
out hiding the grain or texture. 
Most people are also familiar with 
stains in various wood colors such 
as oak, walnut, mahogany and so 
forth 


orth. 

What a lot of people don’t 
know is that stains are also avail- 
able in colors—green, blue, pink, 
gray, etc. These color stains 
work about the same as the wood 
stains—they color the wood but 
do not hide the grain and they 
are excellent for all sorts of jobs 
such as wood paneling, interior 
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trim, exterior siding, cabinets and 
furniture. 

Color stains are applied in the 
same fashion as wood stains. The 
wood that is to be stained should 
first be sanded down, and if it 
is very dark, bleached out with a 
wood bleach. 

If it is an open grain wood 
such as oak, it next needs a filler 
which should be tinted with stain 
of the same color as is to be 
used for the final job. 

After the filler has set, the ex- 
cess is wiped off and when the 
remainder is dry, the piece is 
sanded down again. All this fill- 
ing is not necessary on close- 
grain woods, which include most 
of the softwoods. 

The stain is applied with a 
brush and, after it has had a min- 
ute or so to soak in, the excess is 
wiped off with a clean cloth. 
When the stain is dry a protec- 
tive finish such as a coat of clear 
varnish should be applied over it.
